1, Headquarters and CENTRFf traces on the members of £ Jt*s 

circle (paragraph 4 of reference) have produced little more than bio- 
graphic data confirming their vartirc records and involvement in post 
World War II veteran organizations, An exception is the lac! of any 
data whatsoever on SCHULZB-KOS JENS, A thorcitfh check of BKTri'ST in- 
dices, the normal repositories of information on tic Vazi era, and the 
usual overt reference works was made in June when KNIg;;t's office ad- 
vised that Identity-! of Reference had called to announce that SCHULZE- 
KOSSENS planned to visit Identity-3 and asked if BKTRUST would be 
interested in talking to him. A WO^RJSE officer who has met several 
titnea with Identity-3 in KNIGHT's behalf declined, feeling that he 
would have little to offer in the wav of interesting or useful infor- 
mation. 

2. Summary information on other members of the amsradschaf ts WD ,# 
follows: 

a. Paul HAUSER (HAUS'»ER), bom 7 October 1880 in Brandenburg, 
began his military career in 1899. He vis a Lt. Gen. in the 
Relchawehr, and Joined the SS in 1934 . At the end of World War II 
was Commander in Chief of \my crp d on the west front. Kas a 
star witness for the defense at the SS trials in Nuernberg. Hat 
been active in post war veterans' groups and activities and regarded 
as one of the mom democratic influences vithin UTAH. 

b. Graf Lutz r CHWFRIN von KOSIGK q j. . bom 22 August 

1887 in Rathaannsdorf. Entered the civil service in 1910, and 
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Mbept for military itrrlct daring World War I , was continuously 
in tne clrll ssrvlca of tha Second Reich, the Weimar Republic 
and the Third Reich. He was connected with the Ministry of 
Finance free 1920, and was Finance Mini’ ter froa 19S2 till 1945, 
w''*n he succeeded von RIBBENTROP as Forrlgn Minister for about a 
week daring the Doeaits interregnum. Sentenced to ten years 
loprisonaent la 194S, he was scheduled ."or release froa Landsberg 
in 19S2. (CENTRIC traces are still pending. Any recent or 
•lfnificaat infornatlon will be forwarded.) 

c. Horst ISSEL C- J born 10 September 1912 in Berlin. 

SS HawptstwrafUehrer sttloaod at Aat VI, SD Copenhagen, as a 
aeaber ef the Sonder Isaude working against resistance ind 
sabotage groups, osiag cover aeae Horst WALDENBURG. He aanaged 
to escape arrest in 194S. la 1949 he was arrested by British 
Forces in Berlin and turned over to Danish Police for extradition 
to Denmark where he was tried for war eriaes and sentenced to 
death. Neither BCTROST or CENTRBG files contain infornatlon after 
1949 to explain the circumstances of his survival. At the tine of 
his arrest, he was explored by the Gehlen Organisatloa in Berlin, 
using the a ana Hans Horst ISERMANN. He was terminated at the tine 
of his arrest. 

d. Hubert MBYBR, bon S December 1915 in Altglienlcke. Corner 
SS Colonel. Was in the autoaatlc arrest category at the end ef 
Verld War H and confined in the War Criaes Cage in Dachau in 
194S. There is a gap in information until 19S0 when he appears 

as Land Badea>Voerttesberg representative to HIAC. CAWHISPER 
coverage ef veterans' organisations documents his attendance at 
HIAC meetings and his steady rise to his current position, but 
adds little substantive information.
